Employes of Factory From
Which McNamara Bought
Explosive Are Summoned.

FRANKLIN HELD FOR
TRIAL, QIVES BOND

Los Angeles. Cal., Dec. 12. The cor-
ridors of the federal building were
thronged with prospective witnesses
today when the United States grand
Jury resumed its investigating of the
dynamite conspiracy which Involved
the McNamara brothers.

Several of the men summoned were
employes of the powder factory from
which James B. McNamara, known as
Brice, and Schmidt and Caplan pur-
chased the high power dynamite used
to blow up the Times building. Two
or three others were hotel clerks at
which McNamara stayed while' in San
Francisco.

"Women Called to Testify.
There were several women also,

among them Mrs. Belle Lavin and Mrs.
D. H. Ingersoll, lodging house keepers
of San Francisco, at whose houses Mc-
Namara, Schmidt and Caplan lived for
short periods, Mrs. Emily Stuperich,
wife of a hotel keeper and a number of
waitresses in San Francisco and Oak-
land cafes and restaurants.

Oscar Lawler and detective McLaren
entered the grand jury chamber carry-
ing suit cases which were said to have
been among the baggage of J. B. Mc-
Namara. "Schmidtty" and Caplan seized
at the Ferry buiding San Francisco.

Franklin Held to Superior Court.
Burt H. Franklin, an investigator em-

ployed by the defence in the murder
trial of James B. McNamara, just end-
ed, was held to the superior court by
justice William P. Young to answer
to charges of bribing a juror and at-
tempting to influence the verdict of a
jury. The $10,000 cash bond furnished
at the time of Tils arrest by counsel for
McNamara, was again made surety for
Franklin's! liberty. An information by
the state's attorney, which In Califor-
nia may replace grand Jury proceedings,
probably will be filed within a, week,
assistant district attorney W. Joseph
Ford says. The prosecution does not
seek an early trial.

Claim BvidcWe In Being Given.
Indianapolis. Ind.. Dec. 12. Tjiat one

or more officials of the International
Association of Bridge and Structural
iron workers are surrendering, volun-
tarily, to the government information
needed in the investigating of an
alleged nation wide dynamiting con-
spiracy against structural iron con-
tractors who maintain the "open shop,"
was made known in statements by
representatives of the National Erect-
ors' association.

It was announced that; without re-
sistance being offered, letters and rec-
ords have been conveyed by detectives
engaged by the association In this city
to the office of the United States dis-
trict attorney.

"No promises of immunity to men
suspected of complicity In the dyna-
miting conspiracy have been made by
the government" declared Charles W.
Miller, the district attorney. "But. of
course, we will accent evidence from

"I have got the evidence from the of-
fice of the iron workers' association."
said detective Robert Foster, of the
erectors' association, "but I will not say
who turned it over to me. Certainly. If
it be necessary, we could have obtained
a search warrant and made a raid, but
this was not necessary."

Regrets Publicity.
Walter Drew, counsel for the ereot-or- s'

association, added to detective Fos-
ter's statement that he regretted the
status of the investigation Should be
made public at this time.

"We have made every endeavor to
keep this situation covered up until
the completion of the grand Jury's in-
quiry," he said. "I will not comment
on the attitude of the officials of the
iron workers' association."

Denies the Claim.
In the face of the announcement of

the erectors' association's representa-
tives, Herbert S. Hckin. secretary of
the iron workers' association, flatly de-
nied that any papers "had been taken
from his office. "The erectors' associ-
ation and the iron workers' union are
now as antagonistic as tbey have been
for the last five years," he said.

"I have entered no negotiations with
the erectors or with the federal au-
thorities,' he added. "I am -- not seek-
ing immunity and there would be no
reason for me to 'come through.' "

Nebraska, Oregon, South Dakota and
Wisconsin There were four absentees

from Arizona, Nevada, North Dako-
ta, anfl Vermont when the vote was
taken. All of the other states sup-
ported the call as framed by the sub-
committee.

The national committee adjourned,

subject to call of the chairman, at
3:15 oclock.

The subcommittee having in charge
the call for delegates developed a se-
rious split, senator Borah leading a
hopeless fight to open the primary
door to every state in the union and
framing a minority report. The sub-
committee decided to follow the form
of call adopted four years ago.

Delegates to Convention.
The system of selecting the dele-

gates for the national convention will
be threshed out at the meeting. Ac-

cording to the method in vogue in the
past, the basis for delegates to the
convention is four it large in each state
and two for each congressional district,
besides two special delegates from each
territory. The progressive wing, led by
senator Jonathan Bourne, jr., president
of the National Progressive Republican
league, declared the system is misrep-resentatl-

and that delegates should
be apportioned according to the num-
ber of Republican votes cast. Such a
plan would greatly reduce the number
of delegates from the southern states,
where the Republican vote is small.
However, it Is declared likely that the
old system is the one that will prevail,
the total number of delegates being in-
creased from 980 at the last conven-
tion to 1072, because of the reappor-
tionment of congress, which increases
the size of the house of representatives
from 391 to 433 members.
